Camp or Unirep States MARINES, 
in Outer Harbor of Guantanamo, June 
epee Nene egg; two nights of 
hard fighting the United States flag 
still floats over Cuban soil.

He spent a day 
here to confer with C. Marker as to 
matters pertaining to the work of the 
department of Agriculture in this part 
of the North West during the present 
season. He examined into the cream- 
ery work and expressed himself much 
pape | with the work and prospects. 
le said that the work done at the 
Government creameries last season 
hed done a great deal towards making 
the North West favorably known in 
the Old Country, through the excel- 
lence of the food products shipped 
from here, As to the markets of 
Japan, Professor Robertson thinks 
that in the immediate future the 
North West will capture and supply 
practically all the Japanese butter 
trade, The brands “Innisfail” and 
“Red Deer” gained an excellent vepu- 
tation for winter made creamery 
butter, of which regular shipments 
were made to Japanese firms since 
last autumn, Professor Robertson 
showed. here an absolutely airtight 
sealed can containing one pound of 
choice “Sunshine Materialized”, and 
said that this method of packing our 
creamery butter will enable us to ship 
it any distance in the very best con- 
dition and to compete successfully 
with countries that have been en- 
gagedinthe dairy business business 
for 30 years or more, 

Regular shipments will be made to 
Japan of butter put up in cans con- 
taining 1, 2,5 and 10 lbs each, « large 
shipment of tinned butter has also 
been ordered for the N. W. M. P. in 
the Yukon district and will be shipped 
in a few days,

RAILWAY MISHAPS 


A Freight in the Ditch Near Glenbow— 
Cattle Slaughtered. 


The recent wet spell has had the 
effect of impeding railroad business 
somewhat, although only in a slight 
degree. On Saturday morning a 
heavily loaded freight left Cochrane 
for the east. Near Glenbow tank the 
driver noticed a slide of the rails, 
caused by a soft piece of track. He 
immediately applied the air, but could 
not stop his train till the engine and 
nine cars passed over the bad piece of 
road, when the cars began taking 
headers and turning somersaults into 
the ditch 60 feet below, and did not let 
up till 14 cars of shingles, two of ties 
and one of bridge timber found their 
resting place in the ditch, leaving only 
the hind car and caboose of the rear 
portion of the train on the rails. For- 
tunately no one was burt, and as the 
cars were all rolled clear of the track, 
i was not long before the road was 
clear, 


On Saturday night P, Burns was 
having a train of fat stock brought in 
from the south, en route to Dawson 
City, On nearing Midnapore bridge 
three cars went into the ditch killing 
or seriously injuring 16 head of cattle.

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CHAPLEAU DEAD 


A HISTORICAL FIGURE PASSES 
AWAY 


One of the Greatest Orators of Qeebec 
A Lieutenant of Sir John Mac- 
donald—A Brief Sketch of His Re- 
markable Career 


Tuesday morning's wires to Tur 
Heraip had a telegram containing 
the news that Sir Adolph Chapleau, 
for years one of the great political 
leaders inn the province of Quebec, 
ended his notable career on Monday 
after a lingering illness. The Hon, J. 
A. Chapleau was a lawyer by profes- 
sion, having been called to the bar 
when he was 21. His birthplace was 
Ste. iherese de Blainyille, Quebec, 
Hie was not anold man—only 68—but 
his constitution though nvaturally vig- 
orous had become undermined of 
late years by the active life he led. He 
was successively Professor of Criminal 
Law and L, L. D, of Laval University, 
Solicitor General of Quebec, Provincial 
Secretary, leader of the Opposition 
and afterwards Prime Minister in the 
local parliament, Minister of Public 
Works, of Railways and Canals and of 
Agriculture in the Dominion House. 
In 1892 he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Governor of Quebec at a salary of 
$10,000, During many years Chapleau 
was the acknowledged leader ot the 
Conservative side in Quebec and his 
ipfluence among the French Canadians 
was equalled only by that of Mercier, 
being yained chiefly by his wonderful 
power of oratory,

CROW'S NEST GRIEVANCES, 


The report of Judge Dugas, 
Frank Pedley and John Appleton, 
Commissioners to investigate the 
fe i of the workmen on the 

row's Nest Pass Railroad, has 
been laid on thetuble of the House. 
The work of enquiry was  com- 
menced on January 15th, 1898, and 
since that time 282 witnesses were 
examined. Up to February thy 
3rd, the largest number of men 
employed on the works was 4,500. 
It appears that while the contrac 
tors had power to engage men, 
they were subject toa scale of 
wages fixed by the manager of 
construction, M. J. Haney, who 
would himself asist the contrac- 
tor to secure men. Ono the 17th 
May, Mr. Charleston, one of 
Haney’s employing agents receiv- 
edinstructions to engage 590 axe 
men, and subsequently he was 
engaged tohire 100 axemen at 
from $20 to$26a month and board, 
Charleston arranged with H, M. 
Roy, to secure the services of these 
men, and Roy accordingly made 
agreement with them for free 
passage to Macleod with food on 
the road and a sufficient suppty of 
blankets, their pay to commence 
from the time of their arrival at 
Macleod. It is stated that Roy 
failed to obtain the biankets, that 
ou arrival at Macieod blankets 
were still unattainable and for 
ning days the men were kept idle 
living under tents and without 
proper covering and the conse- 
quent suffering from cold during 
the night was extreme, Some time 
about August 23, the men learcing 
that the company intended to de- 
duct from their wsges their fare 
from Ottawa to Macleod and from 
Macleod to the site of the works, 
sent two representatives to inter- 
view Mr. Haney on the subject, 
but he would give them; no satis 
faction, and the next day Laferri- 
ere’ one of the delegates, receiver 
his discharge. Mr, Haney stating 
that he had the push on account of 
being a ring leader, in the exist- 
Pon Brent ectoe in conjunction 
with Dupont, who was also dis- 
ebarged., he grievances com- 
plained of by the men were not of 
atrivial nature. The men who 
were engaged as axe men, had for 
weeks to work with pick and 
shoyel aud although the enrage- 
ment was for from $20 to $26 a 
month, they stated that for days 
when through inclement weather, 
or reasons over which they had no 
control, as also for Sundays, when 
work was stopped, the amount due 
for such time, was deducted trom 
their wages, but they were still 
charged for board, This caused 
eo much dissatisfaction and so dis- 
couraged the men that many of 
them left the works. Roy's state- 
ment was that he specially enquir- 
ed of Charleston as to the railway 
fares of the men and that he was 
assured that it would be all right 
and that he, Koy, certainly under- 
stood this as an assurance that the 
fares would be tree and he so 
stated it to the 150 men engaged 
by him. Still the amount was 
deducted from every man’s pay. 

It was also shown that Noel 
Landry, hotel keeper at Hull, 
acted for Charleston in the en- 
gagement of two or three hundred 
men during the month of Septem- 
ber last. Landry's statement is 
that his instructions from Charles- 
ton were most definite that the 
men would not be required to pay 
for their transportation either to 
Macleod or to their place of work, 
that the company wouid convey 
them free and that that was the 
basis of his agreement with the 
men. Charleston said that he told 
the men that the company would 
deal with them squarely and none 
of the men whom McCreary had 
sent from Winnipeg had made 
complaint, 

About 18 of the men who com- 
plained of having been deceived 
left work at the end of September 
when they found that they were 
to be charged with their fare from 
Macleod. They were laid off 125 
miles from Macleod. <A _ general 
order was issued at the company’s 
camps to refuse them food, Fifty- 
four more of them were discharg- 
ed on a Sunday morning when 
about 150 miles from Macleod ani 
by the showing of the evidence 
Nash, who gaye them the dis- 
charge, positively refused them 
food to keep them on the way and 
that he either went himself, or

camps on the return route, not to 
supply them with provisions. The 
men also complained that even 
when at work the food supplied 
was not sufficient for their re-

REFUSAL TO SUPPLY FOOD 


On this point the report ninsi 
Nasn except that in the first in- 
stance he inatructed his cook not 
to supply. them with provisions, 
and thatitwas only by the de- 
termination of the men and the 
use of threatsfof violence,that they 
were enabled to secure sufficient 
food for three meals, Neverthe- 
less on the road the men were act- 
ually refused a supply of provi- 
sions but that Nash denies havin 

sives any special order to tha’ 

uffect. 

Inspector Saunders stated that 
Nash admitted to him having 
given orders to the camps not to 
supply food as they ‘wished to 
teach the other men a lesson”. The 
men on the return journey to Mac- 
leod suffered great hardship and 
privation, being destitute of food 
and compelled to sieep in the open. 

A FEW SPECIMEN CASES 

The report enumerates a large 
number of special cases of serious 
ill treatment of the men and of 
hardships encountered. It appear- 
ed to be a standing rule to retuse 
food to discharged men leaving 
the work. One man fainted from 
weakness through lack ot food. 
Men were even retused a little salt 
to use with any tish they might be 
able to catch, and three men ex- 
isted for a whole day on one 
onion, At times they were glad 
to eat the refuse thrown away on 
the roads. The men being for- 
bidden to carry their trunks on to 
the works losses were constantly 
happening, one man losing $80 
through having to leave his trunk 
at Macleod. In several cases the 
men had been abandoned fl the 
contractors, Doidge & Co. being a 
case in point. In some cases the 
men had been paid by cheque 
which on presentation at the bank 
yeas pronounced worthless. 

The commissioners met 25 men 
near Fort Staele who stated that 
Major Bowles had left the camp on 
December 7, and that they had 
nothing coeat and could get no 
provisions, and that they ad no 
settlement of wages since that 
date. The tents had become filthy 
and they were completely at sea 
as to what would happen to them. 

At some of the camps the men 
were treated more like convicts 
than tree Inbovers, Instant dis- 
missal was the fate of any who 
spoke to his fellow, and the com- 
plaints were heart rending from 
many who were kept idle, having 
to pay board and receiving no 
wages. Amongst the immigrants, 
especially the Welsh, the same 
catalogue of complaints was heard 
although they stated that they 
made no charge of wisrepresenta- 
tion against the immigration 
agents, 

Exorbitant charges were made 
to the men for tobacco, overalls, 
shirts and other articles. For 
articles invoiced in Winnipeg to 
contractors at 55¢e to 65c, they 
were charged $1.25 to $1.50, 
Double prices were charged for 
socks and the price of boots was 
most exorbitant. 

Working the possible average 
number of days, laborers paid at 
the rate of $1.50 per day would, 
after deducting his expenses, have 
atthe end of the year $5.00 each. 
Working 26 days inthe month, he 
would have $39 and if paid $1.75 
and charged $5a week for board 
and working 214 days per month 
he would have $2! at the end of 
the year. Working nine months 
at 2lidays per month, which is 
the average number itis possible 
to work on, he would be out of 
pocket $22 at receiving $1.50 per 
day and receiving $1.75 he would 
be out of pocket $10. The men 
found that after working two, 
three or four months they were 
not in a position to provide the 
necessaries of life for their families 
and having to pay his fare home 
t was impossible ever to see his 
family under these condition, 
Stillthere isa general admission 
that the board was quite as good 
there as on similar work else- 


where. 

The difficulties the company had 
with their men is alluded to, and 
Mr. Haney says he was iguorant of 
the representations made to the 
men in the east regarding waces 
and transportation and blankets. 

THE COMMISSIONERS’ FINDINGS 


The summing up of the whole 
matter was found by the commis- 
eioners to be the establishment of 
the following facts:— Breach of 
agreement on the part of Haney 
and the contractors: lack of pro- 
per attendance to the men when 
reaching Macleod, forcing men to 
sleep in the open air without 
blankets on the bare ground, lack 
of proper washing accommodation 
and in some places camps full o 
vermin: the keepiag ci the inou 
under tents until January without 
atoves; threatening the men with 
discharge if they should make 
complaints; the loss of time 
through enforced idleness; the 
charging of fare to Macleod, fand 
from Macleod to the wovks and for 
board, even for meals which men 
did not get, and the refusal to re- 
cognize the alleged right of the 
men to be returned home free, o1 
at reduced rates, after a certain 
time as represented by the agents; 
overcharges on supplies by some 
ot the contractors; the well found- 
ed complaint concerning medical 
attendants: the distharging of 
men without provision to secure 
them from exposure and suffering; 
the refusal of meals to sick per-

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR 
AND OFFICIAL GUARDIAN. 


At the last session of the Legislative 
Assembly provision was made for the 
appointment in each judicial district 


Administrator and Official Guardian. 
The duties of this officer are in the 
first place to take temporary charge of 
the property of any teoreeed person, 
pending the granting of letters of ad- 
ministration, or probate of will; and in 
the event of no application for probate 


of an officer to be known as the Public | 


or administration being made within | 


one month by a personentitled thereto, 
the public administrator can procure 
the issue of letters ofadministration to 
himself. 

It is also the duty of the Public 
Administrator to enforce the law re- 
quiring Administrators to pass and 
vouch their accounts, and to distribute 
the estate in their bands according to 
aw. 

As Official Guardian the Public Ad- 
ministrator must be notified and 
served in every action respecting the 
property or estate of any infant or 
minor, and it is his duty to represent 
such infant or minor in the action, 
©. CG. McCaul, Q. ©., has been ap- 
pointed by Order-in-Council Public 
Administrator and Official Guardian 
for this Judicial District, and police 
officers, constables and others, should 
give him 1nmediate notice, in the case 
of the death of any person leaving 
»roperty in this district, with particu- 
ars of the estate, situation of the 


property, etc., ete, as the Public 
Administrator is the only person 
authorized to take charge of the 


estate pending the grant of adminis- 
tration or probate,

THE BATTLE OF MANILA 


Graphic account by an Officer of the 
Hugh McCulloch. 


A detailed and graphic account of 
the naval fight at Manila has been 
ublished in the Hong Kong Daily 
Press, the incidents of the battle are 
communicated to that paper by an 
officer on the Hugh McCulloch and 
are of great general interest. Accord- 
ing to the account given the fighting 
was done on Sunday, May Ist, and the 
decisive struggle took place in the Bay 
of Cavite the Spanish fleet being an- 
chored there, and numbered fourteen 
vessels including four gun boats, a 
most resolute resistance was made but 
owing to the wretchedly managed 
manipulation of the guns, the firing 
made but little impression on their 
asenilants and by noon they bad been 
practically annilhilated, having lost 
over 1,000 men in killed and wounded 
—whilst the American ships had su- 
stained very little damage and there 
was pot a single fatality amongst the 
crew's. The fight is thus described:— 


Atabout half past four on Sunday. 


morning we came upon the Spanish 
fleet in the harbor of Cavite. There 
were about 14 yesselsaltogether drawn 
up in line of battle and flanked by 
the batteries of Cavite, which are 
very heavily mounted, The Spaniards 
gave us a warm reception and we soon 
found out that the Don Antonio Dul- 
loa and Reina Cristina, the flagship, 
carried much heavier guns than 
we thought. They, however did but 
little execution, whilst the broadsides 
[power in by our vessels as they head- 
ed by the Olympia, steamed across the 
mouth of the harbor, soon made an 
impression, 

The Spanish Admiral attacked usvery 
gallantly in the Regina Christina, he 
was warmly received and it isa miv- 
acle how he escaped being killed—once 
la shot carried away the bridge on 
: he was standing, but we saw 


him afterwards pacing the deck, Af- 
ter a time finding «ll his efforts futile 
he turned his ship to take shelter in 
the barbor, but at that moment a 
shell from the Boston struck his ves- 
selin the stevn setting her on fire a 
little later she sank with about 200 
men, but the Admiral esc ped, 

The Castilla was next to take fireand 

the Don Antonio D'Villou followed. 
Two torpedo boats came out to attack 
Our fleet, but our rapid firing guns 
soon compelled them to beat a retreat, 
one was struck in her stern by a heavy 
shell and sank immediately, the other 
managed to get ento the beach and 
the crew was saved, Commodore 
Dewey now gave tbe signal to haul off 
a short distance, not going to anchor 
however, and the commandiag officers 
held a consultation, The attack was 
renewed at about 11 o'clock, This 
time we directed our attention to the 
batteries, the Spanish fleet having 
been practically annihilated, The 
Baltimore took the lead, Sbe had or 
aers to attack the shore batteries, 

The batteries were mounted with 10- 
inch guns, a shot from one of which 
could have blown the Baltimore into
